Special Accomodation is Given to 
Exhibitors Who Have Live 
Stock to Show.

in the amount of money expended. 

The special attractions are suflic- 
iently sensational and original to 
attract thousands who would prob- 
ably not visit the Fair for the or- 
dinary displays and exhibits. The 
management has secured the Jabour 
Oriental, Carnival, Circus and Men- 
agerie Co., which includes one of the 
best and most completely trained an- 
imal shows on the continent. Ja- 
bour will bring to Winnipeg ten sep- 
arate and distinct shows, under a 
spread of canvas 325x625 feet.

THE CANADA MILITIA, 


Chief Poiuts in the Kecent Report to the 
Minister of Militia by Major- 
Gen, O'Grady-Haly, 


In his annual report to the Minis- 
ter of Militia, Major-Geveral O’Gra- 
dy-Haly points out that the units of 


the permanent force are so much 
below their established strength 
that he cannot consider them 


efficient, even for instructional pur- 
Poses, The reason why difficulty is 
experienced in obtaining recruits is 
probably to be found ip the great 
commercial and agricultural pros- 


perity of the Dominion and the 
consequent demppé for civil labor 
at*a higher rate cf wages. He re- 


commends an increase of the rate of 
pay, So as to bring the soldiers’ 
emoluments more up to the level 
of what he would receive in civil 
employment, The total authoriz- 
ed strength of the permanent corps 
is 960, but the General recommends 


that the force be increased by 18 
officers and 462 other ranks, 
and that the militia act be amend- 
ed so as to provide for the main- 
tenance of permanent troops not ex- 
ceeding 1,500 men. ‘The General 
advises the following increases: Ca- 
valry School, Toronto—1 major, 1 


captain, 2 lieutenants, 12 sergeants, 
60 rank and file and 72 horses, Roy- 
al Canadian Field Artillery—4 ser- 
geants, 78 rank and file, 13 horses. 
Garrison Artillery, addition of one 
company. Infantry Schools to be 
4 instead of 5, each to consist of 2 
complete companies, with an estab- 
lishment of 1 major, 2 captains, 
% Heutenants, 2 second lieutenants, 1 
sergeant-major, 1 master sergeant, 2 
color sergeants, 5 drill instructors, 6 
sergeants, 8 corporals and 136 
rank gnd file. The General re- 
commends the discontinuance of so- 
called provincial schools,which have 
been held from time to time 
for the accommodation of officers ot 
city corps, and submits an improved 
scheme of examinations for promo- 
tfon. The Statutory drill period 
should, the General thinks, be i- 
creased, so as to give a maximum 
of twenty-eight days; and to earn 
the full pay for annual drill all city 
corps shoi.ld be obliged to pass 
three consecutive working days 
m camp, Should the latter not do 
this a reduction of 25 per cent. 
should be made from the allow- 
ance for drill instruction, teneral 
O’Grady-Haly holds: it to be abso- 
lutely essential that a western re- 
serve magazine should be establish- 
ed, and deems a second arsenal for 
the manufacture of ammunition to 
be most necessary. The General 
does not approve of the total abo- 
lition of intoxicants in military can- 
teens. He would prohibit the sale 
of spirits, but not wholesome beer. 
He regrets that the Royal Military 
College has failed entirely to attain 
its object of securing for the Cana- 
dian militia a supply of — well-train- 
ed and capable oflicers, During 
the period spent in the college 
the students do not imbibe any 
soldiery ambition or acquire a taste 


for military employment. He 
therefore proposes that before a 
young gentleman is edmitted to the 
college as q student he and his 
parents or guardians should give 


a joint bond that on

| MARKET REVIEW. 


(Compiled from Tho Commercial) 


GRAIN AND PRODUCER. 


WHEAT—More activity and 
strength have been manifested in the 
speculative wheat markets during the 
past week than for some time pre- 
viously. There is @ general com- 
plaint, however, that the public is 
not interested in wheat at present, 
and the market is left more to what 
is culled the professional element, 
and without a widespread buying on 
the part of the public it is difficult 
to arouse enough buying enthusiasm 
to advance prices materially, so that 
while markets have been active and 
strong at times, the close of the week 
sees prices 3c to 1jc lower than a 
week ago. It has been a mixed mar- 
ket‘ sometimes the future deliveries 
have been the strongest, then again 
the cash or July delivery would be 
stronger than the futures, the result 
on the week is that the spread  be- 
tween the July and the September 
and December deliveries has narrowed 
fully 4c. 

Manitoba wheat has been rather 
dull all week, except that there has 
been a fair demand for spot wheat 
to fill June contracts. [Exporters are 
doing nothing and will not’ buy 
ahead, Through the week spot No. 

11 northern has sold up to 744c, and 
No. 2 northern, 72}c, in store, Fort 
William, and yesterday spot or June 
delivery was sold at 74c; 1 northern 
724c; No. 2 northern. But the best 
prices obtainable for July delivery, 
in-store, Fort William, are: 1 hard, 
75%c; 1 northern, 784c; and 2. nor- 
thern, 71fc. These are sellers at dc 
over these prices. 

BUTTER—Creamery—Ollerings are 
larger than they have been, but ev- 
erything coming is absorbed by the 
local and shipping demand. Prices 
are better this week and dealers now 
quote 17c per pound for choice cream- 
ery f.o.b. at factory. 

BUTTER—Dairy—Supplies are in- 
creasing and more than a fair pro- 
portion of the butter offering is of 
inferior quality. This scems to be 
inevitable where butter is accumula- 
ted from so many sections of coun- 
try and from so many different peo- 
ple as is the case in Manitoba. ‘The 
market was bare of second grades 
and in fact in everything in the 
shape of dairy butter when this 
season opened and it will be a pity 
if it should be filled up again so 
soon with unsalable second grade 
stock. Some of the butter offered 
this week will hardly fetch 10c¢ per 
pound. We quote 10c to 18¢ per 
pound commission basis, according 
to grade. 

CHEESE—The market is lower 
now and has been on a 10c basis, 
the latter part of this week. Still 
lower prices are anticipated in the 
near future as stocks are increasing. 


Dealers quote 10c per pound for 
choice Manitoba cheese delivered 
here. 


* EGGS—The market has advanced 
4c per doz. this week owing to the 
good demand for eggs. Dealers are 
now paying llc per doz. delivered 
here. 

FLOUR—We quote Winnipeg job- 
bing prices as follows: Ogilvie’s 
Hungarian, $2.05 per sack of 98 
pounds.; Glenora Patent, $1.90; Al- 
berta, $1.75; Manitoba, $1.60; 
XXXX, $1.35, 

MILLFEED—Bran is worth $15 
per ton in bulk, and shorts $17 per 
ton in bulk, delivered, subjert to us- 
ual trade discounts. 

GROUND FEED—We quote: Oat 
chop, per ton, $28; barley chop, $24; 
mixed barley and oats, $26; chop 
screenings, $15.50; oil cake, $30. 

OATS—The demand for oats is 
light and = prices are weaker. We 
quote: No. 2 white, 40}4c per bushel 
for carlots on track here; feed grades, 
88c. At country points farmers are 
getting 8le to 34c¢ for No. 2 white 
oats. Street oats are not offering. 

BARLEY—There is very little bar- 
ley in the market and prices are 
nominal at 42c to 44c¢ per bushel for 
carloads of feed on track here. 

HAY—The market is very firm as 
hay is becoming scarce, Prices hold 
at $8 to $9 per ton for fresh baled 
in carlots on track here. 

VEGETABLES—New potatoes are 
now offering at 24c per pound. We 
quote: Potatoes, farmers’ loads de- 
livered here, 25c to 30c per bushel; 
lettuce, 10¢ per dozen bunches; rad- 
ish, 10c per dozen bunches; parsley, 
25c; cress, 80c; green onions, 12); | 
dried onions, 44¢ per pound; aspara- 
gus, 60c per dozen bunches; rhubarb, 
per pound; tomatoes, $1 per 
crate, spinachf 2c per pound; Cali- 
fornja cabbage, 5 to 54c per pound.
